President until after the regular elec- 
tion.

Gen. Diaz was elected president and 
took the reins of government in Mexico 
on Dec. 1st, 1884, the constitotion of 
tivit country providing for consecutive 
eleetioii of their presklent, be has been 
i'lected every four years since that 
time, entering u|^ hia ninth term of 
ofltoe on Dtec lot, 1906. 

President Diaz has done much for

Decision Affiimed.

About Dog Tax. 

We hear considerable argument 
iijoat the taxes on .dogs, ^nd for the 
ber.efit of thofle who are not informed 
e offer the following legal informa- 
on in regard to the canines: 
Each year every d<5g over four 
months of age shall hie listed for tax- 
ation, tbi owner may fix any value he 
may desire on the dog when listing, 
the dog when listed and the tax paid 
diereon becomes personal property in 
every sense of the \vord;dop tax is due 
md collectible same as other taxes; 
owners of dogs are liable for damage 
ione by said dog when off his ovv'n 
premises; if when listing said dog, a 
vahie ia* fixed en the dog, the owner 
may recover exemplary dam.iges from 
any person who shall kill the dog or 
entice him away from his premises for 
the purpose of killing him contrary to 
law; in the event you own a dog and 
fail or /efuse to list with the Assessor 
for taxation, you are liable to a tine of 
110; in the event yon keep or harbor a' 
dog upon your premises and fail to or 
refuse to pay the tax thereon, you are 
liable to a fine of f2S. and upon con- 
viction the judgment may provide for 
the ' killing of the said dog and the 
judgrtient may be carried oat by the 
Sheriff or any other peace officer.- Any 
person may. kill a mad dog, or one af- 
fected with "raUeft." 

The fact that some other .jierson has 
failed to list or pay tax on a dog neith- 
er effects or exonerates yoa from pay- 
ment of tax on your dog. If you own 
a dog and value him, which most pec 
pie do. be the dog ever so sorry, tbe 
proper ^urse for yoa to pursue is to 
pay your tax on him, both county and 
city, for the same law applies to city 
as well as to ooanty taxes, then you 
aire entitied to the saaae proteetimi for 
your dog that yoa are for mtf other 
personal property. 

An officer in order to be enabled to 
kill your dog, • must go through the 
n^ssary legal protseeding, and tioA 
will oee a a i ea ' yoa eacaUerable coat as 
well as trouble, so it is infinitely bet- 
ter to pay your dog tax in the begin- 
and avoid all trooble and
